Flagler bought it, a marsh, and that it has all 
bee filled in with earth from a hundred acre 
farm about three miles away, which was pur- 
chased for the purpose. The gardens are new, 
but nobody would guess it. On each side there 
isa large fountain, which, of course, adds to 
the appearance of the grounds. 

SOME UNFINISHED FEATURES. 

The water of St. Augustine is full of sul- 
phur, and some people object toit on this ac- 
count. Partly withaview to ridding it, by 
Contact with the air, of a groat portion of its 
sulphur smell—and partly with a view to fur- 
nishing water power for the machinery, a 
Stand caseade will be built.
